I was  able  to  pull  together  some  resources  to 
start  Girls  Little  League  Softball  in  Bristol,  joined  a golf  club,  became  the  President  of  the  Women's  Club 
and  then  became  the  President  of  the  Golf  Club.  That  was  one  of  my  outlets  from  everything  else  that 
was  going  on  in  my  life  at  the  time. 

I continued  my  pursuit  of  my  Master's  Degree  on  a part  time  basis,  taking  courses  when  I could  and 
when  our  finances  could  afford  it.  We  managed  to  take  our  first  real  vacation  in  1976  when  we  took  a 
family  trip  to  Disney  World  in  Florida.  That  started  our  passion  for  traveling. 

In  the  mid-1980's  I began  to  pursue  an  interest  in  Alternative  Healing  Modalities.  I earned  my  Clinical 
Hypnotherapist  Degree  in  1988,  Advanced  Clinical  Hypnotherapist  and  Instructor  in  1990  and  became  a 
Reiki  Master  and  Instructor  in  1992.  I finally  finished  my  Master's  Degree  in  Counseling  and  Guidance  in 
May  of  1992.  Throughout  this  time  I continued  my  officiating  and  sports  activities,  spreading  my 
ventures  throughout  New  England  and  New  York.  I was  also  the  Girls  State  Chairperson  of  Basketball 
Officials,  doing  all  of  the  assigning  for  the  Girls  State  Tournament  officials,  a job  I held  for  twenty-eight 
years.

Life  has  been  good 
to  me  and  my  family  and  we  just  keep  on  keeping  on!

It's  hard  to  believe  50  years  have  past  since  high  school!  After  graduation,  I went  to  Tufts 
University  and  got  my  bachelor's  in  electrical  engineering.  At  college,  I joined  a fraternity  (Theta 
Chi  - a true  "animal  house"),  met  my  first  wife,  and  became  interested  in  the  way  the  brain 
worked.  What  was  to  have  been  preparation  for  my  first  Job  as  an  engineer  on  Route  128  was 
altered  by  a Tufts-Harvard-MIT  seminar  during  my  senior  year  in  college  on  information  theory 
and  the  brain,  which  got  me  hooked  on  understanding  how  the  brain  works.  I applied  to 
graduate  school  and  spent  5 years  getting  my  masters  and  doctorate  in  Computer  and 
Communication  Sciences  at  the  University  of  Michigan.  My  dissertation  was  a computer 
simulation  of  a part  of  the  brain,  the  cerebellum,  and  half  of  my  graduate  program  was  devoted 
to  neuroscience.  After  graduate  school,  I moved  to  Bethesda,  MD,  where  I was  a post-doctoral 
fellow  in  the  Laboratory  of  Neurophysiology  at  the  National  Institutes  of  Health.  At  the  NIH,  I 
spent  the  three  years  developing  and  using  techniques  for  recording  from  nerve  cells  in  awake 
monkeys.  When  it  came  time  to  get  my  first  real  Job,  I was  recruited  to  be  part  of  a new 
stereotaxic  neurosurgery  team  in  the  Department  of  Neurosurgery  at  the  University  of 
Minnesota.  From  1974-1976, 1 spent  much  of  my  days  in  the  OR.  My  main  Job  was  to 
determine  during  surgery  where  to  burn  small  holes  in  the  brains  of  patients  (mostly  epileptics) 
who  came  for  relief  of  intractable  seizures.  In  1976, 1 moved  to  the  Department  of  Neurology, 
where  I spent  the  next  19  years,  working  as  the  director  of  research  of  an  Alzheimer's  disease 
research  center.  My  research  career  changed  in  the  late  1970's  with  training  in  epidemiology,  a 
field  that  would  become  my  primary  interest  for  the  next  30  years. 

All  of  course  was  not  work.  With  my  first  wife,  I had  a boy  named  Kent,  who  is  now  39 
years  old  and  living  in  Milwaukee  while  his  wife  finishes  her  internship  before  beginning 
residency.  Kent  graduated  from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  and  worked  his  first  year  as  a 
municipal  bond  broker  in  Manhattan.  He  currently  works  for  a company  in  Minneapolis  that 
manages  a large  number  of  units  across  the  northern  part  of  the  United  States.  Kent's  real 
passion  is  music.

U.S.  Veteran  Major  Donald  R.  Schwartz,  a decorated 
26  year  veteran  of  the  USMC  died  at  his  home  in  Wey- 
mouth on  Wednesday,  September  17,  2008,  surrounded 
by  his  loving  family.  He  was  65  years  of  age.  Bom  in 
Chelsea,  he  was  raised  and  educated  in  Hamilton,  had 
lived  in  Waterbury,  CT  and  Sydney,  Australia  before 
moving  to  Weymouth  7 years  ago. 

Major  Schwartz  enlisted  in  the  marines  in  1961  and  rose 
thru  the  ranks  receiving  many  commendations  before 
his  retirement  in  1987.  He  was  awarded  the  Marine 
Aircrewman  of  the  Year  in  1974.  For  his  leadership  Maj. 
Schwartz  was  also  awarded  the  Aviation  Ground  Officer 
of  the  year  in  1981  by  the  Marine  Corps  Aviation  Assoc, 
while  with  Detachment  A Marine  Aircraft  Group,  Naval 
Air  Station,  South  Weymouth.  He  was  instrumental  in 
the  development  of  the  Marine  Corps  Reserve  “Toys  for 
Tots”  program  which  collected  500,000  toys  which  were 
distributed  to  over  85,000  children.
